Bush Hits Re-Election Themes 


Upbeat speech touts economy, ongoing war against terror 


WASHINGTON I President Bush, wrapping 
the themes of his re-election campaign in 
an upbeat State of the Union address, said 
Tuesday night that America enjoys a grow- 
ing economy but is still at war and must not 
“falter and leave our work unfinished.” 

After more than two years without a ter- 
rorist attack, he said it was tempting — but 
wrong — to think the danger had passed. 

“Our greatest responsibility is the active 


defense of the American people,” Bush said. 
“Twenty-eight months have passed since Sept. 
11, 2001 — over two years vsdthout an attack on 
American soil — and it is tempting to believe 
that the danger is behind us. That hope is 
understandable, comforting and false.” 

Bush said he was optimistic about the 
reviving economy and urged Congress to take 


steps to make sure the recovery lasts. “We 
must respond by helping more Americans 
gain the skills to find good jobs in our new 
economy,” the president said. 

Bush’s speech, excerpts of which were 
released in advance, was designed to cast 
him as the commander in chief, grappling 
with the nation’s problems while Democratic 
rivals for his office were on the campaign 
trail trading barbs, matt kelley (ap)

Golden Gift: 
Kroc Leaves 
Charity $I.5B 

WASHINGTON | The charity famous for its red 
Christmas kettles is getting a record donation 
from the woman behind the golden arches. 

The estate of Joan Kroc, the McDonald’s 
heiress, said Tuesday it is giving an estimated 
$1.5 billion to the Salvation Army to build 
community centers across the country. It’s 
the largest single donation ever given to a 
charitable organization. 

The Salvation Army, which promises 
“soup, soap and salvation,” was a favorite of 
her husband, Ray Kroc, who died in 1984. 

The exact size of the gift won’t be known 
until administration of Kroc’s estate is com- 
plete, which could take several months. The 
money will be used to build about 25 to 30 
community centers similar to the Ray and Joan 
Kroc Corps Community Center. That facility 
opened in San Diego in 2002 after a $92 mil- 
lion gift by Kroc to the Salvation Army. 

Ray Kroc founded McDonald’s in 1955. 
After his death, Joan Kroc became a noted 
philanthropist, giving away hundreds of 
millions of dollars to charities. She died last

A convicted pedophile priest who is 
a suspect in the murder of an altar 
boy was defrocked by the pope 
Nov. 20 and will be removed from 
the payroll on May 31, said Bishop 
Thomas Dupre of the Springfield 
Diocese.

Gay Rift Ignites 
An^ican Protest 


Episcopalians form 
dissident group over 
consecration of bishop 

PLANO, TEXAS | Dissident Episcopa- 
lians upset over the consecration of a 
gay bishop formed an unprecedent- 
ed national protest group — a net- 
work of conservatives who pledged 
to work with each other and oppose 
church leadership. 

Yet the creation of the Network of 
Anglican Communion Dioceses and 
Parishes stopped short of a schism 
with the Episcopal Church, raising 
the prospect of church -by- church 
fights for authority and control. 

“This has been, for us, a glorious 
and historic day,” said Pittsburgh 
Bishop Robert Duncan, who was 
elected to head the network. 

The organization’s founding 
charter, approved by about 100 del- 
egates from 12 dioceses and other 
parts of the nation, said decisions by 
the Episcopal Church “have depart- 
ed from the historic faith and order 
and have brought immense harm.” 

The group “shall operate in good 
faith within the constitution of the 
Episcopal Church,” and it will “con- 
stitute a true and legitimate expres- 
sion of the worldwide Anglican 
Communion.”

The Anglican Communion is the 
global federation of churches that 
trace their roots back to the Church 
of England — the Episcopal Church 
is the U.S. branch. 

The majority of overseas 
Anglican leaders oppose ordain- 
ing gays, but conservatives are a 
minority in the U.S. branch. 

Network leaders contend they’re 
not leaving the Episcopal Church 
but the church left them when it 
began allowing gay clergy and 
blessings for same-sex couples. 
November’s consecration of open- 
ly gay Bishop V. Gene Robinson 
of New Hampshire brought 
the situation to a crisis point.

SOUTH EUCLID, OHIO | When South 
Euclid’s Rebecca Jemison stepped 
forward to claim a $162 million lot- 
tery prize, the mayor thought this 
city had hit the jackpot, too. 

The middle-class Cleveland sub- 
urb had high hopes for the $1.4 mil- 
lion in taxes it expected to collect on 
Jemison’s winnings: Jobs could be 
saved, roads fixed, deficits erased. 

But South Euclid is out of luck: 
The city never changed its charter to 
allow the taxing of lottery winnings. 

The City Council is expected to 
discuss changing the charter, though 
it would be too late to profit from 
Jemison’s Mega MiQion winnings, (ap) 


Senate likely to vote 
on measure later this 
week, leaders say 

WASHINGTON | Democrats angry 
with delayed food-labeling rules and 
other issues blocked the Senate on 
Tuesday from finishing a long- over- 
due $373 billion spending bill but 
predicted Congress would approve 
the measure by next week. 

The vote to halt delaying tactics 
against the wide-ranging package 
was 48-45, 12 votes short of the 60 
needed. It was Congress’ first roll 
call of its election-year session and 
came just hours before President 
Bush was to deliver his State of the 
Union address. 


Opponents are upset that the 
legislation would delay for two years 
country- of- origin labels on foods, 
allow an administration move to 
reduce the number of white-col- 
lar workers eligible 
for overtime pay and 
ease limits on the 
number of television 
stations a company 
can own. 

Although the 
vote was a set- 
back for Bush and leaders of the 
Republican- controlled Senate, it 
was clearly just a temporary one. 

With aides saying Democrats 
probably lacked the votes to 
stall the bill much longer. Senate 
Minority Leader Tom Daschle, D- 


S.D., said the bill would pass in the 
next few days regardless of whether 
that issue and others were dealt 
with. 

“Our desire is not to kill the bill. 
Our desire is to give them a chance 
to fix it,” Daschle told reporters 
before the vote. 

The House approved the bill in 
December. Senate Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Ted Stevens, 
R- Alaska, said the Senate would 
vote again on the spending bill 
Thursday. 

Daschle said if GOP leaders don’t 
drop offending provisions from the 
measure, which Republicans said 
they would not do. Democrats would 
use other bills to bring attention to

FBI Deals Blow to N.Y. Mafia 


Agents arrest dozens 
after 4 -year probe of 
Bonanno crime family 

NEW YORK I More than TOO FBI 
agents and police officers arrest- 
ed dozens of suspected mobsters 
Tuesday in an early morning raid 
that prosecutors called a decisive 
blow against a weakened Bonanno 
crime family. 

Law-enforcement officials 
unsealed a 20 -count indictment 
that charged 27 members and 
associates of the Mafia fami- 


ly with murder, conspiracy and 
other crimes. 

Police said those indicted were 
responsible for seven previous- 
ly unsolved homicides in recent 
decades. 

The indictments stem from a 
four-year investigation that for the 
first time in memory saw a high- 
ranking member of a New York 
City crime family wear a wire to 
high-level family meetings, pros- 
ecutors said. 

Law-enforcement officials said 
successive prosecutors had put the 
family in such disarray that its code 


of silence was coming apart. 

“The code of omerta has 
been abandoned,” said Pasquale 
D’Amuro, assistant director of the 
FBI’s New York office. 

In another sign of a breakdown 
of Mafia discipline, the investiga- 
tion captured suspects discussing 
the assassination of family members 
of cooperating witnesses. 

“If you take one kid, I hate to say 
it, and do what you gotta do, they’ll 
... think twice,” acting Bonanno 
boss Anthony Urso is alleged to 
have said during a family meeting

Saudi Man May Be ‘20th Hijacker’ 


WASHINGTON | A Saudi man who was 
prevented from entering the United 
States a few weeks before the Sept. 
11 terror attacks may have been the 
plot’s intended 20th hijacker, federal 
officials say. 

The man, identified only as al- 
Qahtani, was turned away by a 
U.S. immigration agent at Orlando 
International Airport in late August 
2001, according to two senior law 
enforcement officials who spoke on 
condition of anonymity Tuesday. 

The agent became suspicious 
when al-Qahtani provided only 
vague answers to questions about 
what he was doing in the United 


States and could not provide names 
of people meeting him at the airport 
or describe where he was staying, 
one official said. 

Al-Qahtani was stopped and 
questioned at about the same time 
that Mohamed Atta, a ringleader 
of the Sept. 11 attacks, was using a 
pay phone at the Orlando airport, 
according to surveillance camera 
tapes. Atta had called a number in 
the Middle East, the officials said. 

So far, investigators have not 
proven a link between Atta and 


al-Qahtani. But the FBI has long 
suspected that one of the planes 
— Flight 93, which crashed in a 
Pennsylvania field after a passen- 
ger uprising — was supposed to 
have a team of five instead of only 
four hijackers. The other three 
planes taken over that day had five 
hijackers. 

The FBI has been investigat- 
ing whether up to a dozen other 
al Qaeda operatives attempted to 
enter the United States prior to the 
attacks, curt anderson (ap)

Rescuers Call Off Search for 
Survivors of Capsized Ship 

Rescuers called off a search for 15 
missing Filipino crew members of a 
freighter that capsized a day earlier 
in a shallow, icy Norwegian inlet.

But Enel, Italy’s 
main supplier of electricity, contend- 
ed that it is not liable for the black- 
out, which left some without power 
for as long as 18 hours. The black-

Liberals, With No Chance in 
2004, Join Forces for 2008 

Writing off March’s presidential 
elections as a lost cause, a group 
of prominent Russian liberals — 
including chess champion Garry 
Kasparov and Boris Nemtsov, co- 
chairman of the liberal Union of 
Right Forces party — said Tuesday 
they will devote efforts to making 
the 2008 election more competi- 
tive. President Vladimir Putin is

2 Killed in Fires After Blast 
At Large Chemical Plant

Rebel Leader in Liberia 
Overthrown by His Wife 


Family feud threatens 
fragile peaee after 
14 years of civil war 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I The wife of 
the leader of Liberia’s most pow- 
erful rebel movement, backed by 
dozens of guerrilla commanders, 
announced Tuesday she was tak- 
ing charge, saying her husband’s 
ambitions were endangering the 
nation’s hard-won peace. 

“If you open a big business and 
you put your husband in charge, if 
you see that things are not going the 
right way, you set him aside, and 
straighten things up,” Asha Keita- 
Conneh told reporters in Monrovia. 
“I will never agree for anybody to 
fight in this country again.” 

Warlord Sekou Conneh took to 
state radio to insist it was only a 
marital squabble and that he was 
still in command. 

Unless rapidly resolved, the 
dispute threatens to destabilize

Liberia, where a U.N. force of 
15,000 is backing a power-shar- 
ing government after 14 years of 
civil war.

BEIRUT, LEBANON I Israeli warplanes 
struck Hezbollah guerrilla bases in 
southern Lebanon late Tuesday, 
threatening to re-ignite another 
Arab -Israeli front that has been 
mostly calm for years. 

Israel said it was retaliating for 
a Hezbollah attack that killed an 
Israeli soldier a day earlier, and 
said the attacks were intended as 
a message to Syria, the main power 
broker in Lebanon. 

There was no word on casual- 
ties from the airstrikes in a valley 
six miles north of the Israeli bor- 
der near the Mediterranean coast, 
Lebanese security officials said. One 
target, a Hezbollah training posi- 
tion, took a direct missile hit, the 
officials said. 

Israeli military spokeswoman 
Maj. Sharon Feingold said the 
targeted positions were used by 
Hezbollah to launch attacks. 

The Shiite Muslim guerrilla 
group has maintained a presence 
in southern Lebanon since Israeli 
troops ended an 18 -year occupation 
of the area in 2000. There have been 
no serious flare-ups since the end of 
the occupation, sam f. ghattas (ap)

Bush Meets Iraqis Over Election Flap 


WASHINGTON | President Bush met 
Tuesday with a senior delegation 
from the Iraqi Governing Council, 
including a member who acts as a 
go-between for the Shiite cleric who 
is demanding direct elections. 

Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini 
al-Sistani has pressed for direct 
elections on both the selection of 
an interim government and on 
the presence of U.S. troops. The 


administration contends there is not 
enough time to hold elections before 
June 30, and has asked for U.N. help 
in resolving the dispute. 

Abdul Aziz al- Hakim, a council 
member who is close to al-Sistani, 
said he told Bush that that “we 
should have elections in Iraq and 
that we should keep to the timetable 
of the transfer of sovereignty.” Bush 
made no public statement, (ap)

200 Candidates 
Reinstated in Iran 


Reformists threaten 
to boycott election if 
colleagues are barred 

TEHRAN I Hard-line authorities said 
Tuesday they were reinstating 200 
candidates barred from running in 
next month’s legislative elections 
and will reconsider the cases of 
thousands more after fierce oppo- 
sition from reformists who threat- 
ened to boycott the vote. 

The reinstatements were an- 
nounced by the Guardian Council, 
an unelected body controlled by 
hard-liners. The council triggered 
a political crisis when it disquali- 
fied more than a third of the 8,200 


people who applied as candidates 
for the Feb. 20 elections. The names 
of the reinstated candidates were 
not released. 

The announcement did little to 
allay the anger of reformists, who 
accuse conservatives of disqualify- 
ing liberal candidates in order to 
take control of parliament in the 
February vote. 

“That they are reversing disqual- 
ifications is a positive step, but defi- 
nitely not sufficient,” said Rajabali 
Mazrouei, one of more than 80 sit- 
ting lawmakers disqualified. 

President Mohammad Khatami 
has warned he could resign if the 
disqualifications are not reversed.

Chambers Rejected Offer 


NPS offered Park Poliee chief deal to stay silent 


WASHINGTON I The National Park 
Service offered not to press charg- 
es against U.S. Park Police Chief 
Teresa Chambers in exchange for 
a gag order, Chambers’s attorney 
confirmed Tuesday. 

The offer was made Dec. 12, 
six days before the Park Service 
announced it wanted to fire 
Chambers. It was first reported on 
the Web site of Public Employees 
for Environmental Responsibility, a 
group that supports Chambers. 

A PEER spokesman said the 


information came from U.S. 
Senate employees briefed on a 
meeting between Chambers and 
Don Murphy, the Park Service’s 
deputy director. 

Chambers’s attorney, Peter 
Noone, acknowledged Chambers 
and Murphy met. While he declined 
to characterize the meeting, Noone 
confirmed the information posted 
on the PEER Web site. 

“I can tell you that nothing in 
that story is inaccurate,” he said. 

Elaine Sevy, aParkService spokes- 


woman, declined to comment. 

According to PEER, Murphy 
offered not to press charges of 
releasing sensitive information, 
lobbying, insubordination and 
breaking the chain of command. 
In return. Chambers was asked not 
to speak with the media or Congress 
without prior approval. 

Chambers rejected the offer 
because she was concerned 
micromanagement and inter- 
ference would make her and the 
police force ineffective, said Jeff 
Ruch, peer’s executive director.

ATLANTA | Cingular Wireless has 
fired first in a potential bidding 
war to buy AT&T Wireless, offer- 
ing more than $27 billion cash for a 
deal that would create the nation’s 
largest cell phone company. 

But three other wireless com- 
panies have also contacted AT&T

It was unclear how formal an 
overture has been made by any of 
those suitors — Vodafone of Britain, 
NTT DoCoMo of Japan, and Nextel 
of Reston, Va. 

Cingular, jointly owned by SBC 


Communications and BellSouth, 
still doesn’t own spectrum in sev- 
eral key U.S. markets. 

NTT DoCoMo already owns 
16 percent of AT&T Wireless and 
has two representatives on the U.S. 
company’s board. 

Vodafone already owns 45 per- 
cent of U.S. market leader Verizon 
Wireless, but wants a larger slice of 
the U.S. market. 

Nextel doesn’t have a high- 
speed wireless Internet service 
to offer its sizable base of business 
customers, a competitive disadvan- 
tage that AT&T Wireless recently 
addressed with a $300 million 
upgrade to its network.

Citigroup, Bank 
One Post Profits 

NEW YORK I Citigroup on Tuesday 
reported fourth- quarter earnings 
that were up 96 percent from a 
year ago despite the write-off of 
millions of dollars in loans to the 
troubled Italian dairy Parmalat, 
while profits at Bank One Corp. 
were well above projections with 
a boost from Circuit City’s credit 
card business. 

Citigroup’s strong performance 
came despite the New York-based 
bank taking a $242 million after- 


tax charge in the fourth quarter “for 
credit and trading loses related to 
the fraud announced last month at 
Parmalat.” 

Bank One, which agreed last 
week to be acquired by J.P. Morgan 
Chase & Co., reported its highest 
quarterly profit in 4 1/2 years with 
a 16 percent increase that handily 
beat Wall Street’s expectations. 

Meanwhile, Circuit City Stores 
Inc., the nation’s No. 2 retailer 
of consumer electronics, said it 
will sell its private-label cred- 
it card business to Bank One 
Corp. for $1.8 billion in cash.

Iowa Spawns Pack of Underdc^ 


As N.H. race nears, 
Democrats all duck 
front-runner label 

Their campaigns jolted by upsets 
in Iowa, Democratic presidential 
candidates sparred over each others’ 
experience and electability Tuesday 
in a race suddenly lacking a front- 
runner or form. 

“I am an underdog in New 
Hampshire,” Sen. John Kerry said 
in words echoed by Howard Dean 
as the race moved eastward. A day 
earlier in Iowa, Kerry and Sen. John 
Edwards blew the campaign wide 
open with a one-two caucus fin- 
ish, stripping a humbled Dean of 
his front-runner’s mantle. 

As Rep. Dick Gephardt exited 
the race, his fourth-place finish a 
political death knell, the remain- 
ing five major candidates adjust- 
ed their strategies for a weeklong 
sprint to New Hampshire’s Jan. 27 
primary and a seven- state contest 
seven days later. 

“I used to be the front-runner 
when I went out to Iowa, but I’m not 
the front-runner any more,” Dean 
said in Portsmouth, N.H., after 
making the traditional overnight 
flight from Iowa to the Granite 
State. “But New Hampshire has 
a great tradition of supporting the 
underdog. So guess what? Let’s go 
get them.” 

The topsy-turvy results raised 
smiles at the White House, where 
advisers hoped for a long, nasty 
race that would produce a dam- 


aged nominee and a divided 
Democratic Party. President Bush 
stole the spotlight from Democrats 
with the annual State of the Union 
address, a dressed-up version of his 
campaign agenda. 

After New Hampshire, where 
polls show the race tightening, 
the next twist comes Feb. 3 when 
seven states hold contests, including 
Gephardt’s home state of Missouri. 
The state, now up for grabs, has 74 
pledged delegates at stake, more 
than Iowa and New Hampshire 
combined. 

As for each of the candidates. 


Kerry’s strategy was still in motion 
Tuesday because the campaign was 
caught off guard by his strong show- 
ing in Iowa. 

Edwards claimed momentum 
from Iowa and pledged to stick with 
the positive message that attracted 
Iowa Democrats fed up with bicker- 
ing by Dean and Gephardt. Still, he 
took a swipe at Kerry when asked 
who was more qualified to bring 
change to the nation. 

“The question is whether that 
change can be brought by some- 
body who spent most of their life 
in politics and in Washington,” 
said Edwards, a first-term North 
Carolina senator who made his for- 
tune as a trial lawyer. 


Dean faulted Kerry for paper- 
ing voters with negative mail. “If 
you had seen what was going into 
the mailboxes in Iowa, perhaps he 
wouldn’t have looked quite as posi-

Gephardt 
Quits After 
Iowa Loss 

Veteran lawmaker 
to retire from polities 
after House term ends 

ST. LOUIS I Dick Gephardt, the for- 
mer House Democratic leader and 
14 -term congressman, said Tuesday 
he was abandoning his second bid 
for the presidency after a poor 
fourth-place showing in the Iowa 
caucuses. 

“I gave this campaign every- 
thing I had in me,” Gephardt told 
a news conference, his voice break- 
ing at times. “Today my pursuit of 
the presidency has reached its 
end. I’m withdraw- 
ing as a candidate 
and returning to 
private life after 
a long time in the 
warm light of pub- 
lic service.” 

Gephardt said 
he would serve out his final year 
in Congress and would contin- 
ue to work on behalf of univer- 
sal health-care coverage, pension 
reform, energy independence and 
a trade policy that “doesn’t sacrifice 
American jobs.” 

In 1988, Gephardt won Iowa 
in his first unsuccessful bid for 
the Democratic nomination. 

On Monday, despite a strong field 
organization and union endorse- 
ments, Gephardt finished fourth 
in Iowa, behind John Kerry, John 
Edwards and Howard Dean. 

He did not endorse any of his 
rivals, jim salter (ap)

Vermont governor told supporters 
in Manchester, N.H., a day after 
finishing third in the Iowa cau- 
cuses. “Those of you who came 
here intending to be lifted by ... a 
lot of red meat rhetoric are going 
to be a little disappointed.” 

Dean referred to his frenetic, 
shouting appearance before sup- 
porters in Iowa after the caucus 
results became known, a perfor- 
mance that led NBC’s Katie Couric 


to tell him Tuesday morning, “Some 
people watching feared you might 
implode.” 

“Do you think things got a little 
out of control and you got a little 
over the top?” she asked Dean on 
the “Today Show.” “Can you explain 
that?” 

Dean replied, “Thirty-five 
hundred young people showed up 
in Iowa to help me win the caucus- 
es. We didn’t win, but I thought I 
owed them a little bit of fun. We’re 
going to have some fun in this race.’'

‘Arrested Development’ 
is too busy being 
zany to be funny 

TELEVISION! The American public 
isn’t the most trustworthy weather 
vane of great TV; goodness knows 
gems go overlooked while fungus 
flourishes. 

But popular TV is the mea- 
sure of something — even if only 
its reductivist self. Lately, critics 
have been touting the qualities 
of Fox’s “Arrested Development,” 
and as usual when armchair pro- 
grammers try to wean us away from 
“JAG” or “Trista and Ryan’s Million- 
Dollar Custody Battle,” no one’s lis- 


tening. Good for them. 

Viewers have stayed away from 
the show even though nothing’s stop- 
ping them from enjoying its weekly 
appearance. ‘Arrested Development” 
is on young- skewing Fox, boasts a 
sterling cast, was influenced by 
a high-profile indie film (“The 
Royal Tenenbaums”) and even 
gives Jeffrey Tambour (“The Larry 
Sanders Show”) a long- deserved 
leading role. 

Tambour plays George Bluth, 
head of the Bluth Corporation 
and of a berserk family. Wife Lucille 
(Jessica Walters) is a greedy, vain 
socialite surgically attached to a 
martini glass; daughter Lindsey 
(Portia de Rossi) is a greedy. 


vain socialite involved in various 
dead-end charities. Her sad-sack 
husband, Tobias (the great David 
Cross), inflicts himself on short- 
lived passions. Oldest son Gob 
(Will Arnett), pronounced “Job” 
like the biblical woe-magnet, is a 
would-be magician; youngest son 
Buster (Tony Hale) is prone to panic 
attacks, and the audience’s conduit 
into this crazy world is middle son 
Michael (Jason Bateman), who 
has to put out family brush fires 
after George is imprisoned for SEC 
improprieties. 

There are more characters, 
but they would take too long to 
describe; everyone is defined by 
a bundle of eccentricities. No one 


can be unquirky for a second; even 
minor plot threads are exhaust- 
ingly zany. Not one but two fam- 
ily vehicles are as wacky as can be; 
Michael’s teenage son is even named 
“George Michael.” The Bluths are 
so patently not-normal that they’re 
not even human: they’re a walking, 
talking Hollywood allegory. 

The family represents a world 
of unchecked greed in which rot- 
ten people flourish and good inten- 
tions are thoroughly punished, but 
the show’s smug tone gives the game 
away. It’s a fantasy of rich imagi- 
nation at war with mundanity 

— by which the show means lit- 
eral-minded company investors, 
slump -shouldered Latino domes- 
tics and cartoonish gays staging a 
protest in boas and short-shorts. 

No wonder viewers ignore the 
show and critics are enamored of it 

— guess which group is made to feel

Win Your Own Oscar 


All you need is a grand vision and a big budget. And a guy in a skirt.

ADVICE I You’ve got your DGA card. 
You have an agent who returns your 
phone calls. You’ve cleared off just 
the right spot on the mantelpiece. 

And you’ve had the first draft 
of your acceptance speech writ- 
ten since 1995. Now all you need 
is your very own Academy Award 
for best director. 

How do you get one? In search 
of an answer, we went directly 
to the source: the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences. 
Understandably, the Academy was 
reluctant to hand out advice. 

So we turned to professional 
awards -show handicappers and 
Oscar experts and asked for their 
tips. 

Not all of their answers were 
particularly practical. 

“Make friends with Harvey 
Weinstein,” says English film crit- 
ic Neil Young, who posts his Oscar 
predictions on the Web site Film 
Lounge (www.jigsawlounge.co.uk/ 
film). 

“Sell your soul early,” says Jim 
Piazza, co-author of “The Academy 
Awards: The Complete History of 
Oscar.” 

Despite such wisecracks, a gen- 
uine consensus did emerge: Think 


big. According to Young, Piazza and 
other Academy Awards authorities, 
size really does matter. 


“Oscar voters confuse ‘best pic- 
ture’ with ‘big picture,”’ says Tom 
O’Neil, author of the book “Movie 


Awards” and host of the award-pre- 
dictions Web site GoldDerby.com. 
“Not only does the movie with the 
most nominations usually win; the 
longest movie usually wins.” 

Former “The Daily Show” movie 
critic Frank DeCaro, host of five 
Comedy Central Oscar specials, has 
an eclectic list of elements he looks 
for in a modern epic. 

“You used to need lots of ani- 
mals, but now you just need animals 
that have been computer-generat- 
ed,” he said. “And you don’t need 
a cast of thousands anymore; you 
need a cast of a dozen, and then you 
can clone them a million times. You 
need a leading lady who’s beautiful, 
and it wouldn’t hurt if she has great 
earrings. And you need a fantasti- 
cally handsome leading man, and it 
helps if you can get him into a skirt. 
Hotties in skirts always help.” 

DeCaro admits that certain 
epics have an irresistible appeal 
that stands the test of time, despite 
whatever flaws those films might 
possess. 

“Bigger movies can be fun 
because they revel in their own mov- 
ieness; they’re the most ‘cinematic,’” 
he said. “Like ‘Titanic’: I hated that 
movie, yet I kind of have an urge to

Speak of the Dead 


BOOKS I Kennewick Man, the 
ancient skeleton found in the 
Columbia River in Washington 
state with a spear point in his hip, 
undoubtedly had an adventuresome 
life more than 9,000 years ago. 

To archaeologists, Kennewick 
Man represents questions for study 
about the first people to populate 
the North American continent 
after the most recent ice age. The 
Umatilla and other Northwest tribes 
believe that he is their ancestor and 
should be returned to the ground. 

The story, the conflict and 
the personalities involved are set 
forth in the readable, “No Bone 


Unturned: The Adventures of a 
Top Smithsonian Forensic Scientist 
and the Legal Battle for America’s 
Oldest Skeletons” (HarperCollins) 
by Jeff Benedict. 

The hero of the story is Doug 
Owsley, a forensic anthropologist at 
the Smithsonian Institution. After 
he was blocked from studying the 
bones, he led a group of scientists 
in a lawsuit to save Kennewick Man 
for science. 

To the eye as well-trained as 
Owsley’s, Kennewick Man’s bones 
could indicate what he ate, how he 
lived and what life was like 450 gen- 
erations ago. Owsley could see that

Kennewick Man’s skull is unlike the 
skulls of American Indians; it most 
closely matches a people from north- 
ern Japan called the Ainu. 

To Owsley, the issue is not just 
Kennewick Man but whether any 
human remains from before the 
time of Columbus can be studied. 
Benedict highlights the irony of the 
US government standing in the way 
of scientific progress. 

The author makes this especially 
interesting by focusing on person- 
alities. The first third of the book 
is about Owsley, portrayed as an 
Indiana Jones-style scientist. The 
middle is about the discovery of the 
bones themselves, and the last third 
is about the lawsuit. Benedict is a 
himself literary forensics expert, 
looking at the aging evidence to 
make an issue vividly come

ON LOCATION | Its namesake motion 
picture was filmed in Romania, but 
a trip to the real Cold Mountain in 
the Blue Ridge of western North 
Carolina can still evoke the tale of 
Confederate soldier Inman’s home- 
ward journey. 

The mountain itself is secluded 
inside Pisgah National Forest. You 
can view Cold Mountain from afar 
from plenty of different directions 
and angles, but to actually stand 
on its slopes you must traverse an 
unmarked dirt trail.

Shaken, Not Stirred 

The BMW X3 will leave you aching for more 


ROAD TEST I Look, I’m just a humble 
shade -tree mechanic, unschooled 
in computer-modeled suspension 
kinematics, but I know when my 


fillings are coming loose. BMW’s 
2004 compact ute X3 rides like 
an old door being dragged down 
a dirt road. BMW calls the X3 an 


SAV, which stands for “sport activ- 
ity vehicle.” That activity is going to 
your chiropractor. 

The main culprit is the sport 
suspension and, in particular, the 
low-profile performance tires. To 


be fair, the X3 is fantastically agile 
on asphalt, with truly ludicrous 
amounts of lateral grip, knife-edged 
responses and heroic brakes. 

It’s also quite quick. Our six- 
speed, 3 -liter tester accelerated 
like a middle -school kid with a 
snoot full of Ritalin: zero to 60 in 
about 7.4 seconds. 

Anybody who takes the X3 for 
a flog up a canyon road will notice 
the car’s crisp turn-in characteris- 


tics — which is to say, as you steer 
into the corner, the front tires bite 
and the X3 tracks right where it’s 
pointed. And should you exceed the 
front tires’ substantial mechanical 
grip, the X3’s new xDrive AWD sys- 
tem will lend a hand. 

The xDrive system, like Audi’s 
Quattro system, is designed to give 
the vehicle more of an all-weather 
profile. Combined with BMW’s 
highly evolved cybernetics — sta- 
bility, traction, antilock and elec- 
tronic brake force distribution sys- 
tems, as well as a new hill- descent 
control feature — the xDrive offers 
substantial assurance that the vehi- 
cle will stay on the road. 

But beware of over- confidence as 
you bash up toward the ski slopes. 
The limiting factor is the 18 -inch 
Dunlop gumball tires. These tires 
stick to dry pavement like a morals 
charge sticks to a politician but are 
highly suspect on ice and snow. And 
off-road? Well, I didn’t hazard to 
take the X3 into the backcountry; 
however, given the limited wheel 
articulation, due in part to the big 
antiroll bars, I reckon the X3 won’t 
be doing the Rubicon Trail anytime

Even Honda Can Hurt 


AUTO SALES I Superman isn’t sup- 
posed to catch colds, gamblers aren’t 
supposed to beat the house in Las 
Vegas and Honda’s car sales aren’t 
supposed to slump. 

But for the last two years, large- 
ly because of softening popularity 
of its Civic compact sedan, Honda 
Motor Co.’s U.S. passenger car sales 
have fallen 8.8 percent since hitting 
an all-time high in 2001. 


Honda’s total passenger vehicle 
sales for 2003, however, rose 8.2 
percent, thanks to its Pilot SUV, 
its Acura MDX sibling, the boxy 
Element “urban utility” vehicle 
and the Odyssey minivan. 

The company is simply caught in 
a shrinking passenger car market 
as consumers continue shifting to 
pickups, minivans and SUVs that 
are flooding the market. 


Meanwhile, most of Honda’s 
competitors are launching new 
passenger car models. Their hope 
is to recapture customers who don’t 
want trucks and haven’t had much 
except Honda and Toyota offerings 
to look at in recent years. 

Honda’s reputation for well-built 
passenger cars, and the longtime 
popularity of its Civic and Accord 
models, have made it a key target. 
“Everyone’s gunning for them,” said 
Art Spinella of CNW Marketing

P A R K I N G I Parallel parking is meant 
to be painless with the Intelligent 
Parking Assist system, part of a new 
$2,200 option package for Toyota 
Motor Corp.’s Prius hybrid in Japan. 
(There are no plans to sell it in the 
United States.) 

This is a bold and somewhat 
unnerving concept, a car that 
parks itself. As a driver, you’ve got 
to wonder as the Prius eases back 
toward the curb: What is this 
machine thinking? 

Parking Assist relies on a built- 
in computer, steering sensor and 
a tiny camera in the car’s rear. 


A dashboard display shows the 
image taken by the camera. When 
you near a parking space and shift 
into reverse, computerized lines pop 
up on the display, along with arrows 
pointing up, down, left and right. 

Using the arrows, you move 
the lines around until they define 
exactly where you want the car to be 
parked. Then you push the “set” but- 
ton on the display. Keep your foot 
lightly on the brake pedal, and the 
car will start backing into the spot 
you’ve chosen with the arrows. 

The system cannot recognize 
objects, however, so it won’t stop for 
a person, a cat or anything else. 

And now for the major limita- 
tion: The system works only in situa- 
tions where the car can continuously 
back up into a space — not for those 
tight spots where you must inch your 
way into a space by going back and

Can Howard Dean bounce back — 
not from his showing in Iowa, but 
from his speech? 

I felt the same way. Really bad 
speech — he seemed a little bit out 
of control. More important, he 
seemed to misunderstand that he 
was speaking not to a few hundred 
friends, but to all the people watch- 
ing TV — people who had never seen 
him before. Contrast that speech to 
Sen. John Edwards’s speech, which 
was the best post-primary speech 
I’ve seen since Clinton’s “Comeback 
Kid” speech in 1992. Edwards came 
out early and used his opening min- 
utes to introduce himself and his 
themes to the wider public. 

Why should any more faith be placed 
in today’s prognostications of Dean’s 
demise than was previously placed in 
Sen. John Kerry’s colossal collapse? 

Exactly. I couldn’t agree more. 

Why would Rep. Dick Gephardt 
drop out after this first race? 

Gephardt comes from a state 
next door to Iowa, he has been 
building relationships and cam- 
paigning in Iowa for more than 15 
years. In 1988, he finished first in 
the caucuses there. I think he asked 
himself: “If I can’t do well in Iowa, 
where can I do well?” And: “Who 
on Earth is going to give me money 
to keep going if I can’t even do well 
in my best state?” 

Iowa rarely picks the nominee. 
What does recent history tell us 
about the non-incumbent nomi- 
nees’ finishes in Iowa? 

Lots of Iowa winners have 
failed to win the nomination: 
Dole, Harkin and Gephardt, to 
name three non-presidents. Iowa 
losers include Reagan, Bush 1 and 
Clinton, to name three presidents. I 
believe Jimmy Carter was the only 
non-incumbent to win Iowa on his 
way to the White House.
